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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 14-16 and 18-20 is withdrawn in view of the 
newly discovered reference(s) to McDaniel US Patent No. 6,676,655. Rejections based 
on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-16 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Diamantopoulos et al. US Patent No. 4,930,504 in view of McDaniel 
US Patent No. 6,676,655. 

Diamantopoulos et al. disclose a treatment apparatus comprising: a plurality of 
light sources including multiple arrays of both visible and invisible light emitting devices; 
at least one power source for providing power to said light devices to generate bio- 
stimulation light beams; a control means for controlling the parameters of the bio- 
stimulating energy, such as the beam power, pulse frequency, and duration; and a 
plurality of probes for delivering the bio-stimulating light beams to a treatment site (see 
Figure 4). 
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Diamantopoulos et al. fail to teach different protocol of treatment defining 
different parameters of treatment energy in conjunction with body tissue being treated. 
However their control system is capable to provide different treatment energy 
parameters, such as intensity, dosage, etc. for different skin/tissue condition. Moreover, 
the method of using specific treatment energies suitable for different body portions is 
known in the art. McDaniel discloses an alternative treatment apparatus and methods of 
use for treating various dermatological conditions using electromagnetic energy, 
wherein suitable treatment energies are selected for the various dermatological 
conditions being treated. Therefore, at the time of the applicant's invention, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Diamantopoulos et al. in 
view of McDaniel and select treatment energy parameters suitable for the desired 
tissue/skin condition as claimed.
